The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record failed to teach a 
method of determining the performance of a computer program including the steps of determining how much 
processing time is wasted by the parallel and serial task which are not able to complete their task , calculating the 
probability of a process not being able to complete its tasks due to competition for said resource using the steps 
claimed, implement in a computer system which uses a rollback scheme for arbitrating between processes which 
compete for access to the resource wherein the rollback scheme causes processes which are not granted access to 
the resource to discard results which have been previously obtained by the processes not granted access..
